Wholesale 
prices up 
by .6% 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Wholesale 
prices rose 0.6 per cent in October when 
a decline in food prices failed to offset 
the largest increase for industrial goods 
in a year, the Labor Department 
reported today. 
Fuel, power, lumber and auto prices 
drove industrial costs up a full 1 per cent 
— the biggest jump since October, 1975. 
Industrial prices have risen at a startl­ 
ing, annual rate of 11 per cent over the 
last three months. 
The impact of this increase would have 
been worse had farm and food prices not 
declined substantially. Farm prices fell 
1.2 per cent; food prices were down 0.7 
per cent. 
October’s increase in wholesale prices 
was somewhat smaller than the year’s 
biggest jump of 0.9 per cent in 
September. But developments over the 
past two months spell trouble ahead for 
American consumers as they begin to 
feel the burden of these increases 
reflected in higher retail prices. 
P resid en t-elect Jim m y Carter 
defeated President Ford primarily by 
emphasizing the failure of administra­ 
tion policies to adequately control infla­ 
tion. Carter will inherit the problems 
reflected in these figures. 
The Wholesale Price Index stood at 
185.2 in October, an increase of 3.5 per 
cent over the past year. This meant that 
goods costing 1100 in 1967, now cost 
$185.20 at the wholesale level. 
The latest fiVe-month surge in in­ 
dustrial prices was particularly disturb­ 
ing to most economists because these 
goods make up 70 per cent of the items 
measured in the index, and better reflect 
the underlying trend of inflation in the 
wholesale market. Food and farm prices 
traditionally are more volatile. 
Blacks reject 
independence 
date proposal 


GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) — Bri­ 
tain today proposed a compromise date 
of March 1, 1978. for Rhodesian 
independence under black majority rule 
but it was immediately rejected by black 
nationalist leaders. 
. 
“Twelve months or we go,” said the 
militant leader of the Zimbabwe 
(Rhodesian) African National Union, 
Robert Mugabe. 
“Ha-ha.” was the comment of Joshua 
Nkomo, leader of one wing of the African 
National Council and Mugabe’s partner 
in a joint “Patriotic Front.” 
But Rhodesia’s white foreign minister 
Pieter van der Byl said following a 
meeting of delegation leaders at which 
Ivor Richard, the British chairman, 
suggested the March 1, 1978, date, that 
“we can be more optimistic now than a 
few days ago.” 
Van der Byl said the white government 
would consider a reduction, 
but not a 
large one,” in the proposal by Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger for a transi­ 
tion to majority rule within two years 
Asked if Richard’s proposal, which 
would mean majority rule in 16 months 
from now, would therefore be accep­ 
table, van der Byl said; “That would be 
overstating the case ” 
Ndabaningi Sithole, Mugabe’s rival in 
ZANU, said, “We don’t like it” when 
asked for his views on Richards’ 
proposal. "The date is too far,” he said. 


Bishop Abel Muzorewa, who is 
Nkomo’s rival in the ANC. grimaced and 
replied with one word - "terrible.”

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Carter, Ford 
seek smooth

Jimmy Carter, who will be sworn in as 
president in 78 days, and the man he 
narrowly defeated for the job, Gerald 
Ford, worked today on plans to make the 
transition as smooth as possible. 
Carter met with staff members at his 
Plains, Ga., home to discuss the transi­ 
tion, according to Press Director Rex 
Gramum. Later today, Vice President­ 
elect Walter Mondale will join in the 
talks and then both Democrats will con­ 
duct a nationally televised news con­ 
ference tonight at 4:30 p.m. PST 
In Washington, President Ford 
selected White House Counselor John 
Marsh as his liaison representative with 
Carter. 
Gramum, briefing reporters in the 
Carter peanut warehouse office in 
Plains, said Carter would leave late Fri­ 
day or early Saturday on a "working 
vacation” somewhere on the Georgia 
coast in the vicinity of St. Simons Island 
According to Gramum, Carter will 
spend a week or less there. Although 
Carter will take with him a transition 
schedule and other documents. Gramum 
said, "we expect no announcements of 
major appointments or major changes” 
during the vacation. 
WHlte House Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen did not hold his usual midday news 
briefing but Assistant Press Secretary 
Bill Roberts said Ford’s military aide,

The Johns-Manville plant in Lompoc 
will be evaluated for health hazards 
related to diatomaceous earth by the 
federal National Institute for Oc­ 
cupational Safety and Health (NIOSH), 
according to a recent letter sent to the 
plant’s Local 146 of the International 
Chemical Workers Union from NIOSH 
in Ohio. 
NIOSH regional industrial hygiemst 
Mel Okawa said from San Francisco this 
week that he will tour J-M in two weeks 
“to walk through the plant to see where 
the exposures to diatomaceous earth 
are” before air samples are taken. 
William E. Benton, manager in train­ 
ing at J-M, responded to the forthcoming 
health hazard inspection by replying this 
morning, "Our position is and always 
has been if we have a problem, we want 
to know about it. I don’t think we have a 
problem, but we’ll see. We have no 
objections to it. We’ll give them 100 per 
cent cooperation.” 
NIOSH specified in the letter that it 
would not inspect the plant for worker s 
exposure to asbestos, which Local 136 
began asking for in late 1975. 
Local president Ray Soto said this 
week, “We are hopeful we will get 
something out of the evaluation and 
some standards are put on the company 
that they will have to abide by." 
"I’m glad they are at least coming in 
to check the diatomaceous earth The 
company was cited for being over limits 
in a few stations,” said union safety 
committee chairman Frank Garcia, 
referring to the non-serious citation that 
J-M was issued by Cal-OSHA earlier this 
year for exceeding the legal limits of 
diatomaceous earth dust in the air in 
three plant locations. 
"I just hope this (evaluation) opens the 
door for other health hazard evaluations 
in all J-M plants in the state I feel there 


spections by Cal-OSHA have shown J-M 
to be in accordance with 
the law. 


J-M, however, was found to be in viola­ 
tion of diatomaceous earth air stan­ 
dards 
Based on this violation, dis­ 
covered by Cal-OSHA in February, 
NIOSH has agreed to conduct a health 
hazard evaluation study on worker’s ex­ 
posure to diatomaceous earth dust 


Soto said he feels that J-M has 
“remedied” its small unit that processes 
asbestos, a material known to cause 
cancer and other diseases. 


Okawa reported that the study will 
take several months to complete It will 
likely involve a medical examination of 
J-M workers, but to what extent he is un­ 
sure of at the present time, he said.

Supervisors 
'moderate' 
stance seen

Political seers predict that the County 
Board of Supervisors — which will un­ 
dergo its biggest transformation in 
county history on January 3 — can be ex­ 
pected to move collectively to a more 
moderate stance as a result of Tuesday’s 
election. 
The new lineup including three new 
supervisors and two holdovers will find 
two supervisors tagged as liberals being 
balanced by two others seen as political­ 
ly moderate, with one supervisor viewed 
as ultraconservative. 
The decisive election of Robert 
Hedlund. Lompoc Valley educator, to the 
Fourth District seat being vacated by 
veteran Supervisor Francis H. Beattie of 
Lompoc, is also seen as insuring a 
balance on the board, which hhs virtual 
all-embracing powers over land use and 
other vital matters in the wide-ranging 
unincorporated areas. 
Hedlund s opponent. Lompoc Realtor 
Robert Lilley, had vowed to make 
changes on the County Planning Com­ 
mission that would upset the majority 
vote often favoring the environment over 
development. Lilley also was widely 
believed to be ready to zero in on the 
County Office of Environmental Quality 
and other offices viewed as imposing 
rigid restrictions on industry and growth 
in general. 
Hedlund. whose victory in the district 
comprising Lompoc Valley and Santa 
Ynez Valley is hailed by his supporters 
as a slap at the 12-year reign of the retir­ 
ing Beattie, is expected to be compatible 
with Dr. William Wallace, Goleta Valley 
veterinarian, who was elected outright in 
the June Primary to succeed James M. 
Slater, newly elected Santa Barbara- 
Goleta Municipal Court judge. 
Fletcher, in midterm, will miss 
support of Beattie, who demonstrated 
hard-line conservative philosophy during 
his years on the board. 
Second District Supervisor Robert E. 
Kallman, of Santa Barbara, while often 
voting with the North County supervisors 
on key issues in the past two years, has 
failed to side with them many times, 
also. 
Both Kallman and First District 
Supervisor-elect David Yager, of 
Montecito, an attorney, seem to fall in 
the category of political moderates, 
although Yager’s voting record is 
awaited to see in what camp he truly 
belongs. 
Yager’s pronouncements and his back­ 
ing by the more well-heeled elements of 
the community, attest to conservative 
leanings Coming from the Montecito 
community, he is likely to reflect views 
there against proliferation of oil develop­ 
ment in the channel, but may not prove 
to be in the environmental camp on other 
issues, some opponents predict. 
The fact that Yager defeated a known 
limited-growth advocate, Santa Barbara 
City Councilman Leo Martinez, and has 
the blessing of Kallman, could put him in 
somewhat predictable category, but 
his performances might bring a surprise 
or two. one way or another. 
Yager will bring a somewhat new look 
to the F irst D istrict, including 
Montecito, Carpinteria Valley and a por­ 
tion of the city of Santa Barbara. 
He will succeed Board chairman 
Frank J Frost, of Santa Barbara, a UC 
Santa Barbara history professor, who 
was the original "no growth” advocate 
on the Board of Supervisors when he up­ 
set Carpinteria businessman George 
Bliss four years ago. 
Three new members on the Board of 
Supervisors at once will have a tremen­ 
dous impact not only on the board’s 
makeup, but on the various key advisory 
commissions. 
Each new supervisor brings in persons 
of his choice to man the Planning Com­ 
mission, Park Commission, Civil Service 
Commission and a host of others. 
Thus, six new members on the nine- 
member County Planning Commission 
might be named, unless the board 
decides to reduce the commission to five 
members 
However, Wallace conceivably could 
rename the two Goleta Valley planning

Valencia who said he had made a per­ 
sonal investigation of a number of in­ 
dividual problems brought to his atten­ 
tion by citizens and found enough 
problems to convince him that the 
system would work hardships on many 
persons. 
Council woman Elinor Lefkowitz said, 
“The ‘fors’ are not as quick to respond as 
are those who are against something. 
There are more than 21,000 out there who 
did not sign a petition. I wonder how 
many of them are for it?” She said she 
hoped for an outpouring of sentiment 
from those favoring the system. 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton also 
noted that the council had heard only one 
side of the argument and read a letter 
favoring the system from Robert and 
Gail Steiger. "It is deplorable when we 
won’t even give it a try. We have a duty 
to try to make things better for our com­ 
munity.” 
Mayor Stevens said he could not un­ 
derstand why, in the face of inflation in 
the utility rates and other rising costs, 
so many are against a plan that has the 
potential for saving the city some 
money. 
He said he was not sold on the program 
and that after a trial, he might have 
voted not to continue. 
“As representatives of the people, we 
do not always vote our position,” Stevens 
said, adding that he would like to have 
seen the project get a trial. 
In view of the heavy concentration of 
opposition represented by the petition 
and the attendance at the meeting, he 
said, he felt he would have to go along 
with the motion to rescind the earlier ac­ 
tion. When the vote was taken, it was 3-2, 
with Ward, Valencia and Stevens voting 
to rescind 
and Councilwomen Benton 
and Lefkowitz opposing. 
In the second emotional subject, there 
was more pro and con discussion on the 
locating of a racquetball facility on a 
quarter acre of Ryon Park. 
With few exceptions, there appeared to 
be a consensus that racquetball itself 
was not opposed — but placement of the 
facility in Ryon Park was not a un­ 
animous choice. 
Michael Siminski, chairman of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission and 
head of a special committee appointed 
last week to look into alternate sites, 
reviewed the racquetball proposal: 
BKB Asslciates of Ventura has ap­ 
proached the council with a proposal to 
build a half-million-dollar facility in 
Lompoc, with financing of the project 
hinging on their ability to secure a con­ 
struction site on public property which 
would be leased from the city. After the 
second anniversary of the contract, the 
developers would pay the city two per 
cent of the gross fees for use of the- 
facility, but never less than $2,400. 
The city’s responsibility, he noted, 
would be to provide landscaping and site 
preparation. In turn, the city would have 
control over fee schedules, open use of 
the facility to all persons and similar 
controls. 
Objections were based on the pos­ 
sibility that reopening the parking lot at 
night would cause a reoccurance of traf­ 
fic, noise and vandalism problems in the 
Ryon Park area. 
Siminski said that alternate sites — 
one on city property behind the library 
and another on county property between 
the Lompoc Shopping Center and Lom­ 
poc High School — were acceptable but 
that site development cost would be 
prohibitive, in the case of the library 
area site and acquisition as well as site 
development would run about $80,000 on 
the county site. 
After extensive.discussion, a motion 
by Valencia to refer the matter back to 
the Planning Commission was defeated 
and an alternate proposal made by 
Mayor Stevens to get interested parties 
together right away and to make one 
final push to obtain an alternate site or to 
encourage the county to enter into the 
same type of agreement with the 
developers that had been proposed for 
the city. Stevens’ recommendation was 
approved. 
In other matters at the meeting, which 
was not gaveled to adjournment until 
12:06 a.m., the council: 
— Reset to November 16 a hearing on 
protests to construction of a sidewalk on 
U Street between Ocean and Hickory 
avenues. 
— Approved entering into an agree­ 
ment with CalTrans to revise the traffic 
signal system at H and Ocean at a cost of 
$9,600 to the city. 
— Approved going to bid for $49,000 in 
electrical supplies and cable for the 
electrical warehouse. 
— Approved the annexation of Beattie 
Park to the city. 
— Adopted a conflict of interest code 
with amended wording as recommended 
by the Fair Political Practices Commis­ 
sion. 
— Heard Alberta Morgan protest the 
Conflict of Interest Code as constituted ; 
object to the cost of the council 
members’ and staff’s costs of attending 
the League of California Cities meeting; 
object to failure to get a timely notifica­ 
tion of a committee meeting; call 
the meeting of city officials with 
TelePrompTer representatives illegal; 
and call the executive session of the 
council scheduled following the regular 
meeting last night illegal because she 
said the subjects were not proper ex­ 
ecutive session items. Because of the 
lateness of the hour, the council did not 
hold the session anyway. 
— Moved that no action be taken on 
citations from the Community Develop­ 
ment Department on property of Farley 
Beckett until there has been an oppor­ 
tunity for the council to look into the 
case 
— Heard Harley Craig, and Beckett 
suggest that the brighter lights on south 
H and I streets could better be used in 
darker areas.

The County Planning Com­ 
mission approved a staff report 
Wednesday for submitting to 
the Board of Supervisors show­ 
ing that recommended rezoning 
of agricultural land would af­ 
fect 85,038 acres and would 
have the effect of jutting poten­ 
tial population density some 
28,202 if approved as it now 
stands. 
Planning d irector B ritt 
Johnson declared that the wrap- 
up report on the commission’s 
action over many months this 
year now will appear on the 
Nov. 15 agenda of the board for 
the setting of public hearings on 
the affected properties. 
The report reflected commis­ 
sion recommendations on the 
basis of valley com m ittee 
findings, staff reports and 
much public input from hear­ 
ings, with proponents claiming 


rezoning to lower density in 
many cases would keep prime 
farmland in production, and 
stymie urbanization in rural 
areas. 
Johnson said the report 
showed that 97,654 acres were 
under consideration for rezon­ 
ing and more than 12,500 acres 
have emerged unchanged 
Under existing zoning, the 
report showed population 
potential of the acreage recom­ 
mended for rezoning would be 
31.472 and under recommended 
rezoning the increase in density 
would be cut to 3,272. 
In another matter the com­ 
mission recommended ap­ 
proval of a partial development 
plan to allow a 23-unit apart­ 
ment complex on Mesa Circle 
Drive in Vandenberg Village 
by V a n d e n b e r g V i ll a g e 
Development Company. 
Size of marijuana 
seizure downgraded 


Authorities now say the 
amount of marijuana seized in 
what officials called the world's 
biggest pot bust this week in 
San Luis Obispo County was 
only half as much as they first 
thought. 
A spokesman said Wednesday 
that the Thai-stick marijuana 
smuggled ashore at a cove near 
the famed Hearst Castle in a 
fishing boat weighed out at 
6,130 pounds. They said the pot 
had a street value of nearly $50 
million. 
Authorities who stopped two 
trucks loaded with pot Sunday 


night first estimated that the 
haul could reach six tons and be 
“the largest single marijuana 
seizure in the world.’’ 
Officers arrested 14 suspects 
at that time, 10 of them in the 
truck and four more aboard the 
boat Dong Phat, registered in 
M obile, Ala. Two m o re 
suspects were apprehended 
Monday. 
Authorities continued an air 
and sea search for m ore 
marijuana, and one spokesman 
said the suspects may have 
dumped between five and 15 
tons into the Pacific.

Compromise 
bike plan 
adopted 


The County Planning Com­ 
mission looked at three widely 
different plans for bike routes 
in the Santa Ynez Valley 
Wednesday, and then spent 
hours dissecting them before 
approving a compromise ver­ 
sion offered by Goleta Valley 
commission member Charles 
Graver. 
Graver’s plan included seg­ 
ments of the original plan of the 
now dissolved General Plan Ad­ 
visory Committee, the County 
Transportation 
Department, 
and the relatively new Valley 
Planning and Zoning Commit­ 
tee.

Job elevation also financial 
jackpot for Judge-elect Dodds

Bruce W Dodds, whose one­ 
sided victory over Presiding 
Judge Floyd C. Dodson was the 
talk of the County Administra­ 
tion Building and Courthouse 
circles Wednesday, has not only 
vaulted upstairs in job stature 
as a result of Tuesday’s elec­ 
tion, but he has hit a financial 
jackpot as well. 
Dodds, 38, a family man liv­ 
ing in a Goleta Valley tract 
area on a salary of just under 
$30,000 will find his pay 
envelope much fatter as of ear­ 
ly January, when he is sworn in 
as a Superior Court judge. 
His pay check then will 
reflect a $49,156 annual salary 
for a six-year term, and he 
won’t have to worry about cost- 
of-living outstripping the sud­ 
denly meager county pay 
raises, as judges’ salaries are 
tied to higher living costs. 
“I’m certainly excited about 
it,” declared Dodds. “It will be 
a helluva nice raise, all right.” 
The morning the election 


tabulations showed him with a 
surprising 70,230 votes to 36,870 
for the veteran 53-year-old 
judge, Dodds was hack in the 
county counsel’s office. 
Dodds picked up his chores in 
the county counsel’s office 
where he had left them some 
24 months before when he went 
on leave to conduct what proved 
to be a furious campaign 
against the judge, who gave 
back as well as he received. 
Meanwhile, researchers were 
pouring into county election 
records to see how many times 
an incumbent judge has been 
defeated in this county. There 
has been one instance, but 
probably no others, a quick sur­ 
vey showed. 
At first, Dodds thought he had 
little chance of winning. 
“I ran because I thought he 
deserved to lose,” he stated, 
“not because I thought I had a 
chance to win.” 
But the prim ary election 
gave him heart, as it showed 
that he and a third candidate,

James Oppen, together polled a 
total that far exceeded Dod­ 
son’s votes, with Dodds running 
a good second. 
Dodds campaigned hard 
against Dodson claiming he was 
an 
“ a r r o g a n t ” 
j udge , 
temperamentally unsuitable for 
the position by reason of feuds 
with various county officials 
over the years, and unneces­ 
sarily used a plane at county ex­ 
pense on short trips to Santa 
Maria court. 


Dodson blasted back that 
Dodds was hardly qualified to 
don the robes, and Dodds 
acknowledged Wednesday it 
will take him some time to 
transfer legal talents from 
governmental work to “resolv­ 
ing disputes.”

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Speculation begins on who 
will fill Carter's Cabinet

WASHINGTON (UPI) — It didn’t take long after Jimmy Carter 
sewed up the presidency for the capital to begin armchair 
speculating on who will be in the new Cabinet. 
It is a game played, essentially, in the dark. Carter and his aides 
have given no clues who will be selected. 
And Hamilton Jordan, Carter’s campaign manager, once 
suggested in an interview that the Carter administration will be 
staffed at the top by persons not known nationally. If well-known 
figures are named, he said, the Carter drive will have failed. 
Nonetheless, familiar Democrats from past administrations 
figured in the first wave of speculation. 
Jack Watson, an Atlanta attorney who has been working since 
August on transition plans, said in an interview last week that 
Carter will “personally choose his Cabinet secretaries and some of 
the major agency heads.” 
Then there are about 200 ‘‘key policy positions in the 
government” to be filled, and Watson said a substantial number of 
these would be “selected in a collaborative way between the 
president-elect and the Cabinet.” 
He indicated an early selection will be a director for the Office of 
Management and Budget. Very soon after his inauguration Carter 
will face major economic decisions in connection with the fiscal 
1978 budget, which Congress begins considering early in the year. 
His staff already is working on budget proposals. 
Ford will submit a budget proposal, but Carter will be free to 
•recommend his own modifications. 
As to the Cabinet, here is some of the early speculation: 
Secretary of State — Maybe Zbiegniew Bzrezinski, Carter’s 


foreign affairs adviser for the campaign and an expert on com­ 
munism, or James Schlesinger, dismissed by Ford as defense 
secretary and one of those with whom Carter has conferred. 
Perhaps someone whose ideas were shaped under previous 
Democratic administrations, like George Ball, Cyrus Vance or 
Paul Wamke. 
Defense secretary — AFL-CIO President George Meany. ac­ 
cording to aides, would be pleased to see Schlesinger get this job 
back, and Carter had Meany’s unqualified support in the campaign. 
Others have suggested perhaps Vance, a former Army secretary, 
or Harold Brown, former Air Force secretary 
Labor secretary —Meany thinks an “obvious“ choice would be 
John Dunlop, who resigned from that post nearly a year ago after 
President Ford vetoed a construction industry picketing bill he had 
promised Dunlop he would sign. Other labor sources considered 
Dunlop a likely choice. 
Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare - Those same labor 
sources predicted Carter would tap United Auto Workers Presi­ 
dent Leonard Woodcock, who is known to be interested 
Agriculture secretary — P.R. “Bobby” Smith, who managed 
Carter’s farm policy campaign; Reps. Bob Bergland, D-Minn., and 
Neal Smith, D-Iowa, or some state farm official from the Midwest 
or G reat Plains. One D em ocratic source predicted “ a 
fresh face, not a retread” from a previous administration. 
Attorney general — Judge Griffin B. Bell of the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals, who is close to Carter’s friend and political ad­ 
viser, Charles Kirbo. Robert M Morgenthau Jr. son of the late 
U.S. Treasury secretary and a former U.S. attorney in New York 
City is another possibility.

Ford plans rest before helping 
Carter make White House switch 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
was the last crowd of President 
Ford’s campaign 
The election was over. Ford 
had gone to bed Tuesday night 
with the first reports coming in 
that Jimmy Carter would be the 
next president. By the time he 
awoke Wednesday morning the 
news was firm: the election 
was lost 


Ford congratulated Carter by 
phone, then publicly conceded. 
Afterwards, he plunged into the 
crowd of reporters in the White 
House press room, prolonging 
the emotion of the last frenetic 
days, the struggle for the one 
more vote that never came. 


The word is the family plans 
to rest for a week or 10 days in 
Palm Springs. Calif., probably 
beginning Saturday. Mrs. Ford 
says “of course” she will help 
Rosalynn Carter learn the in­ 


tricacies of White House­ 
keeping, and the President 
pledged his assistance to Carter 
in planning the transition of the 
world’s most powerful office. 
And after that? The Fords 
will return to the House in Alex­ 
andria, Va., which they left two 
years ago when Richard Nix­ 
on’s resignation thrust them 
into the White House 
The 
children had persuaded their 
parents not to sell it. 
Ford reportedly has consid­ 
ered going into law practice 
here, and has mentioned to 
friends that he might like to 
teach a course in a college 
somewhere. 
On Wednesday, his voice had 
sunk to a whisper and he needed 
a steam treatment on his throat 
before making his statement. 
At the last minute, the family 
agreed “ the real spokesman,” 
Ford’s wife Betty, would read 


the telegram th at went to 
C arter. All of them stood 
behind her on the podium. 
“I congratulate you on your 
victory ... we must now put 
divisions of the campaign 
behind us,” read Mrs. Ford, a 
pillar of strength. Tears filled 
the eyes of 19-year-old Susan. 
The President bit his lower lip. 
“ Although there will continue 
to be disagreements over the 
best means to use in pursuing 
our goals, I want to assure you 
that you have my complete and 
wholehearted support as you 
take the office this January ... 
may God bless you and your 
family as you undertake your 
new responsibilities." 


After the First Lady said, 
“thank you very much,” there 
was silence. 
Ford began working the 
crowd one more time, shaking 


hands with each reporter and 
staff member in the room. 
There was small talk, about 
football. There were lumps in 
many throats. 
Mrs. Ford followed, then 
Susan, weeping and repeatedly 
touching the coat of her 
mother’s grey suit. 
In the back of the room, Ford 
did not fo rg e t to shake 
hands with the technicians and 
the cameramen, calling them 
“ the guys who do the real 
work.” 
Mrs. Ford, who had never 
seen the back part of the press 
room visited the UPI booth with 
Susan. She talked on the 
telephone to a UPI editor, and 
said into the mouthpiece: “ It’s 
been an honor for us to live in 
this house. And certainly, if the 
country needed anyone, they 
needed Jerry Ford.” 


TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) - 
The race to turn the declining 
convention town of Atlantic 
City into a bustling casino 
gambling mecca got off to a 
fast start. 
Card dealers and land inves­ 
tors began making inquiries 
Wednesday on how they can get 
in on the action now that New 
Jersey’s voters have legalized 
casinos to compete with Las 
Vegas. 


Before gambling can begin, 
however, the legislature must 
pass enabling laws, the gover­ 
nor must select a gaming com­ 
mission, licensing procedures 
must be established and hotels 
must be refurbished. It could be 
about a year before any gambl­ 
ing starts. 
The Committee to Rebuild 
Atlantic City and local legisla­ 
tors sat down Wednesday to 
map plans to make the town’s 
dream come true. 


Resorts International, the 
Bahamian gambling concern, 
said it would begin restoring 
the 
spraw ling Chalfonte- 


Haddon Hall hotel and close a 
multimillion dollar deal on a 56- 
acre parcel of urban renewal 
land near the Boardwalk. 
Resorts also reported a flood 
of calls from interior decora­ 
tors, card dealers and other 
prospective job applicants 
seeking to work in the casinos. 


Both Loew’s Inc. and Hilton 
Hotels Inc. also are scrutinizing 
business deals, and the Marri­ 
ott family — who are Mormons 
— has talk ed w ith Gov. 
Brendan Byrne and told him 
they, too, are interested in com­ 
ing to town. 
Byrne ordered state Attorney 
General William F. Hyland to 
start “head-hunting” for an ex­ 
ecutive director of the gaming 
commission and said the State 
Commission of Investigation 
would oversee the operation of 
the casinos. 


“I want all of the information 
out front and available to the 
public so there is an assurance 
that casino gambling is being 
run on the up and up,” Byrne 
said. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Archbishop Joseph L. Bernar­ 
din, head of the nation’s Roman 
Catholic Bishops, is proffering 
peace with President-elect Jim­ 
my Carter 
Bernardin, who fought Carter 
throughout the presidential 
race on the issue of abortion, 
Wednesday urged Americans to 
“unite with our chosen leaders 
in facing the many challenges

“The election campaign was 
evidence that our democratic 
system continues to function 
well, and it shed light on many 
of the critical questions which 
face our nation,” Bernardin 
said. 


One of those critical ques­ 
tions. at least in the minds of 
Bernardin and other members 
of the hierarchy, however, did 
not seem to play a major part in 
the election voting 


The Roman hierarchy isolat­ 
ed abortion as a major issue 
and had, after a meeting with 
Carter, singled out the Geor­ 
gian as not being responsive to 
the Church’s position which 
called for a constitutional 
amendment banning all abor­ 
tions. 
However, while the issue may 
have taken some votes away 
from Carter in Tuesday s elec­ 
tion. he still carried the most 
heavily Catholic state of Rhode 
Island as well as heavily 
Catholic 
M assachussetts. 
Maryland and Pennsylvania 
It'suggested that Catholics, 
many of whom are as much a 
part of labor as a part of the 
Church, voted pocketbook is­ 
sues instead of parochial ones 
As a “bom again" Southern 
Baptist.

Consumers can expect higher food prices 
in 1977 after slight decline this winter 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Average retail food prices dur­ 
ing the с teeing months of the 
year may .drop slightly below 
summer levels, but consumers 
can expect another round of 
“moderate" increases in the 
first half of 1977, Agriculture 
Department experts say. 
The predicted decline from 
summer levels was attributed 
to lower prices for m eat, 
p o u ltry , and som e fresh 
produce items. 


Officials said this reinforces 
earlier forecasts that year-end 
retail food prices will be only 1 
to 2 per cent above a year 
earlier, and that the full 1976 
average will be about 3 per cent 
over 1975 — far smaller than 
the food inflation rates of 14.5 
per cent in 1973 and 1974 and the 


8.5 per cent of 1975 
Economists added that con­ 
sumers paid higher food bills 
this year largely because 
marketing margins — the costs 
and profits in handling, process­ 
ing and retailing food — went 
up 
The farm value of American- 
produced foods in a typical 
market basket this year is ex­ 
pected to average 4 per cent 
below 1975. 
The retail in­ 
creases, therefore, m ainly 
reflect a 5 per cent increase in 
farm-retail spreads as well as 
sharply higher prices for coffee 
and fish, experts said. 


Economists found some com­ 
fort for consumers even in the 
margin figures. This year’s 5 
per cent increase was well 
below the gains posted in the 


previous two years and was sl­ 
ightly below the 1976 rate of in­ 
flation for other goods and ser­ 
vices. they said. 
The report also showed that a 
breakdow n of th is y e a r’s 
predicted 3 per cent food infla­ 
tion rate indicates food bought 
at supermarkets for home con­ 
sumption will be up only about 
2.5 per cent. The overall rate 
was boosted to 3 per cent 
because average restaurant 
prices are expected to be up 7 
per cent from 1975. 
Experts said large food sup­ 
plies will continue to dampen 
price increases during the first 
half of 1977. but a 2 to 4 per cent 
gain is expected because of 
strong consumer demand, ris­ 
ing m arketing costs, and 
seasonal hikes for some foods. 
A Food Situation Summary 


said “small” increases from 
January through March will be 
mainly due to fresh vegetables, 
coffee and further restaurant 
price hikes 
“By spring, however, food 
price increases may be a little 
sharper, led mainly by meat, 
poultry and fresh produce,” the 
report said. 
Officials added that an index 
of per capita food consumption 
this year probably will be up 2 
per cent from 1975, mainly 
because of substantial gains in 
consum ption of m eat and 
poultry, and may about match 
the record set in 1972. 
Consumer spending on food, 
meanwhile, neared a $200 
billion annual rate in the third 
quarter, the report said. 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Names 
scratched on death camp walls 
during World War II helped to 
catch seven men suspected of 
the murders of more than a 
1,000 Russians during the Nazi 
occupation, a Soviet newspaper 
said today. 


The newspaper Komsomol- 
skaya Pravda said the seven 
were sentenced to death by fir­ 
ing squad after being found 
guilty of the murders of a total 
1,100 Russians. 
Reporting on the month-long 
proceedings of a m ilitary 
tribunal at Orel, 200 miles south 
of Moscow, the newspaper said 
the men posed as partisans or 
anti-Nazis after being secretly 
recruited by the Nazi field 
police for work in death squads. 
While posing as prisoners 
themselves, they ferreted out 
information that led to Russian 
patriots and partisans being 
arrested and executed, the 
repots said. 


One man approached a girl 
suspected of having links with 
the resistance movement and 
said he was a shot-down Soviet 


airman He thus gained access 
to a resistance network. 
Witnesses said prisoners in a 
death cam p scraw led the 
names of the suspected stool 
pigeons on the walls of the 
camp and sewed similar notes 
in clothing. The names eventu­ 
ally led to the arrests of the 
men. 


There was no indication when 
sentence would be carried out, 
or whether it already had been 
The newspaper named the 
men as I B. Romannikov, V.J. 
Marunov, P.V. Shveyger-Blok- 
hin, M I. Serebryakov, I V 
Melnik, N.A. Makrushin and 
T.N. Lunev. 
On Monday a military tribu­ 
nal in nearby Smolensk sen­ 
tenced another Russian, A. I. 
Sukhachev, to death on charges 
he killed up to 30 persons a day 
while working in Nazi prisons 
on Russian territory. 


Trials of persons accused of 
war crimes are still compara­ 
tively regular occurrences in 
the Soviet Union and the 
sentence alm ost always is 
death. 


VIENNA (UPI) — A 20-year- 
old Pole under deportation 
from Denmark used what 
turned out to be a fake hand 
grenade today to hijack a 
Warsaw-bound Polish jetliner 
to Vienna where he su r­ 
rendered 
Police said Andrzej Jaroslaw 
Karasinski seized the Soviet- 
made Tupolev 134 of the Polish 
government airline LOT then 
surrendered after the plane 
landed in Vienna The plane 
carried 29 passengers and a 
crew of three 
Police said Karasinski told 
officials he did not want to 
return to Poland. 
The Vienna airport control 
tower refused the Polish pilot’s 
first request to land at Vienna 
about 7:35 a.m. EST when he 
reported the hijacking, which 
airport officials said took place 
over Polish territory. 
At 8:38 a.m. the pilot radioed 
the Vienna tower that he was 
making an emergency landing. 


A Danish foreign ministry of­ 
ficial said in Copenhagen that 
Karasinski was being expelled 
after serving a prison sentence 
He said police accompanied 
him to the airport where he 


boarded the W arsaw-bound 
plane without a police escort 
Danish police said the plane 
left Copenhagen at 5:40 a m 
and that the passengers were 
mostly Danes and Poles 


It was the second hijacking of 
an East European airliner 
within a week and posed the 
Austrian authorities with a 
problem of how to handle 
requests for extradition of the 
hijacker to Poland

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Navy has hired a civilian 
salvage ship to try to ac­ 
complish something its own 
craft haven’t been able to do — 
raise from the ocean floor an 
F14 Tomcat fighter plane that 
rolled off an aircraft carrier 
Sept. 14. 
The civilian salvage ship 
Taurus, described as a ‘‘heavy 
grab” vessel, will attempt to 
lift the plane from 1,500 feet of 
water in the Atlantic about 100 
miles off Sctoland’s Orkney 
Islands. 
The Taurus will be moored 
over the recovery site, and a 


manned observation chamber 
will be lowered to the bottom to 
direct placement of the ship’s 
grab jaws around the aircraft. 
The Navy says the massive 
lifting jaws might damage the 
plane's fusilage, but the main 
thing is to get possession of the 
plane with its sophisticated 
equipment. 
Two earlier attempts to raise 
the plane failed when cables at­ 
tached to it snapped because of 
heavy waves. 
The vessels which took part 
in the earlier recovery at­ 
tempts have left the scene.

Republican incumbents, but 
opted for the status quo in the 
sprawling House of Represen­ 
tatives 
When the dust se t t l ed 
Democrats actually had in­ 
creased their old 62-38 margin 
in the Senate to 63-37, despite 
the musical chair shakeup of in­ 
cumbents. They apparently will 
add to their old 190-145 margin 
in the House, with only a few 
races still undecided because of 
narrow margins and potential 
recounts. 
Fourteen of the 33 Senate 


seats up for election changed 
party labels, with an amazing 
seven-for-seven swap between 
the parties. Even more amaz­ 
ing were results in the House, 
where only four of the 75 
Democratic freshmen lost and 
eight other, older incumbents 
were turned 
out, the lowest 
election turnover in decades. 
A first order of business when 
the new 95th Congress convenes 
Jan 4 will be the question of 
filling Sen Walter Mondale’s 
seat when the M innesota 
Democrat resigns to become 
vice president. 
Democratic Gov. Wendell 


Anderson will appoint a succes­ 
sor, and there is speculation he 
may name himself. 
Priority in the legislative 
program will go to jobs bills, a 
key factor in Carter’s razor- 
thin win over President Ford. A 
massive jobs bill, fashioned in 
the old Congress, is ready for 
quick action. 
Not so quick, however, will be 
consideration of government 


reorganization and tax reform, 
two other major Carter cam­ 
paign issues. 
Congressmen are still weary 
from a more than yearlong, in­ 
tensive revision of the tax 
structure last year, a revision 
to which Democrats and Ford 
each gave 
lukewarm support 
because too many compromises 
were made on each side in 
order to win final enactment.

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World's leaders 
congratulate Carter 


United Press International 
World leaders today kept up a 
steady flow of telegrams con­ 
gratulating 
president-elect 
Jimmy Carter on his election 
victory and expressing hopes 
for closer ties with the United 
States. 


Both the Soviet Union and 
China avoided personal com­ 
ments about either Carter or 
President Ford in their official 
media reports on the election. 
Among the latest to send 
their good wishes from world 
capitals to Plains, Ga., were 
King Khaled of Saudi Arabia, 
Philippine President Ferdinand 
Marcos, Mexican President 
Luis Echeverria, King Juan 
Carlos of Spain, Yugolsavian 
President Josip Broz Tito and 
Australian Prim e Minister 
Malcom Fraser. 


King Kaled cabled Carter 
that he hoped for “ a world of 
peace, stability and prosperity 


during your administration.” 
Fraser said his government 
was "looking forward to work­ 
ing in cooperation with Presi­ 
dent C a rte r...” a theme 
frequently sounded by other in­ 
ternational leaders. 
Japanese Prim e Minister 
Takeo Miki cabled Carter, "I 
would like to cooperate closely 
with you in the pursuit of our 
common objectives.” 
China's New China News 
Agency today issued without 
comment a b rief, three- 
paragraph report on the elec­ 
tion that included a descritpion 
of how the electoral college 
works. 
A Chinese Foreign Ministry 
official told a visiting delega­ 
tion of French journalists just 
before the election that China 
expected "nothing” from the 
new president because he was 
"elected by the monopolistic 
bourgeoisie of the United 
States." 


In Moscow, Pravda said to­ 
day Carter s election was an in­ 
dictment of the Republican ad­ 
ministration for the country’s 
woes. 
The Communist party new­ 
spaper's correspondent cabled 
from Washington that “ the 
voting reflected a definite wish 
for change” but Pravda made 
no comment about Carter or 
Ford personally. 
The government newspaper 
Izvestia said Wednesday Carter 
won because voters were tired 
of eight years of the Republican 
administration. 
The daily Moskovskaya 
Pravda said Carter was helped 
by his distance from the 
Watergate scandal and Ford un­ 
dermined his own position by 
raising questions about detente.

Experiment set on 
poisoning victims 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Thirty-two Kepone poisoning 
victims are being tested to see 
if lowering their bodies’ 
cholesterol levels can clean the 
poison from their systems, 
researchers said today. 
The patients were exposed to 
large quanitities of Kepone for 
four weeks to a year while 
working at the now closed 
Hopewell, Va., plant that 
produced the pesticide 
All showed such common 
symptoms of Kepone poisoning 
as tremors, mild liver problems 
and decreased sperm produc­ 
tion Most are being treated as 
outpatients. 
Announcement of the clinical 
study by the Medical College of 
Virginia was presented to a 
meeting of the American As­ 
sociation for the Study of Liver 
Diseases in Chicago by Dr. 
Philip S 
Guzelian, a liver 
specialist at the college. 


It also was disclosed by the 
National Institutes of Health, 
which has supported research 
to find a way to rid the body of 
Kepone 
The 
four-month study, 
scheduled to end in January, 
will try to determine if the 
cholesterol lowering drug 
cholestyram ine can help 
eliminate Kepone from the 
body, NIH said. 
It follows a preliminary study 
at the Richmond school involv­ 
ing seven patients who were 
given cholestyramine for one 
week and produced almost 
seven times more reduction of 
Kepone as compared to patients 
not given the drug 
Doctors had feared Kepone 
poisoning was irreversible and 
potentially cancerous, 
NIH 
said Laboratory studies have 
shown the pesticide can cause 
liver cancer in rats. 


ROK army deserters 
blow themselves up 


SEOUL. South Korea (U PI) 
— Two nervous South Korean 
army deserters, who held 14 
persons at gunpoint for several 
hours in a downtown hotel, blew 
themselves up today with hand 
grenades, police said. 
One of the hostages, Lee Jin, 
23, a hotel employe, told police 
the soldiers asked them to leave 
the room minutes before they 
pulled the pins on the two 
grenades. 
"We are going to commit 
suicide," Lee quoted one of the 
soldiers as saying. "Stay out " 
None of the hostages was in­ 
jured in the explosion 
Defense Minister Suh Jyong- 
chul told parliament the two 
deserters evidently had been 
unhappy with military life. 
Lee said the soldiers, Sgt. Lee 
Jong-in and Pvt. Choi Chi-yung, 
broke into the Central Hotel 
before dawn, climbing to the 
seventh floor by an emergency 
staircase.

Armed with rifle s , the 
soldiers rounded up 14 persons 
— four Korean women, nine 
Korean men and a Japanese 
man — into one room, ordering 
them to face the wall with their 
hands raised. 
"The soldiers were extreme­ 
ly nervous and rude to girl 
hostages.” Lee said. " I am 
told that one girl was sexually 
assaulted." 
The abductors, Lee said, did 
not indicate specifically what 
prompted the hotel takeover, 
but frequently complained 
about heavy workloads at their 
army unit outside Seoul. 
About one hour after the siege 
began, Lee said, the soldiers 
freed the only foreign hostage 
— a Japanese identified only as 
Kato — after he pleaded that he 
had to go back to Tokyo on a 
morning flight. 
Two others, both hotel guests, 
were released after they were 
sent out on errands for liquor, 
Lee said. 
The remaining hostages were 
held about four hours. 
In an apparent effort to keep 
out about 300 police and 
military men surrounding the 
hotel, the soldiers fired about 20 
warning shots out of the win­ 
dow facing an elevated highway 
running past the hotel, Lee said.

Hoaxes cause 
CB problems

(EDITOR'S NOTE: Ink Dipper (KYZ491C) it the handle of 
the editor of The CB Times-Journal 
Someone is going to die because of a CB hoax. 
Maybe it will be an ambulance driver rushing to the scene of 
an auto wreck that doesn’t really exist. Maybe it will be the 
victim of a real auto wreck who can't get help because the am­ 
bulance is racing in the other direction. 
Or maybe, if we’re lucky, it will be the hoaxer himself, 
beaten to death by someone enraged over the black eye that 
hoaxes are giving CBers. 
Unfortunately, it will probably be one of the first two peo­ 
ple. The hoaxer is practically untouchable. 
The hoax problem is nationwide. Local, state and federal 
agencies spend thousands of dollars a year to hunt emergen­ 
cies which exist only in sick minds. 
A few hoaxes have drawn national attention, though hun­ 
dreds of others occur each month. One estimate is that out of 
every 100 emergency CB calls, eight are fake. 
Sometimes a hoax can be discovered early. A CBerat the 
scene of an alleged accident, for instance, can alert police that 
someone is putting out a false report. 
But authorities have to follow through on others because 
they have no idea that the report is anything but authentic. 
One of the most widely reported hoaxes was in 1973 when a 
California CB operator heard a call from an hysterical little 
boy who said that his father had been killed and that he was 
calling from their overturned pickup truck in New Mexico. 
Searchers spent five days and $150,000 in manhours, equip­ 
ment use and fuel before the incident was marked up as a 
prank. 
In June, U.S. Coast Guard and law enforcement officers in 
Marathon, Florida, spent four frantic hours searching for two 
boats. According to the urgent distress calls, one of the boats 
was sinking with several people aboard, and the second boat 
then took the survivors. Next time calls from the second boat 
that it was overloaded and taking on water. 
Four hours after the first call, a woman contacted police 
and said she heard three men in a pickup truck putting out a 
distress call similar to the ones transmitted by the two 
“boats.” 
By the time the rescue operation was called off, taxpayers 
had lost $20,000. 
Putting out a false distress call carries a maximum fine of 
$10,000, up to a year in jail or the fine and jail term. But 
authorities have little luck catching hoaxers. 
A hoax usually doesn’t last long enough for the Federal 
Communications Commission to bring in sophisticated 
direction-finding antennas. 
Most hoaxes are quick calls to police or emergency monitor­ 
ing stations. It’s like pulling the handle on a fire box and then 
running into the night. 
If the hoax problem is going to be brought under control, it 
will have to be done by CBers and not by outside agencies. 
Groups that set up emergency monitoring systems — such as 
REACT and ALERT — have been successful in organizing 
CBers and cutting down the number of false calls. The groups 
work with law enforcement agencies, and the police and 
sheriff’s departments rely on the CBers for accurate informa­ 
tion. 
But most law enforcement agencies aren't that well 
organized for dealing with CBers, and even the best organiza­ 
tion can’t help in all cases. The New Mexico and Florida in­ 
cidents are examples of having to assume that the call is 
legitimate 
Which leads us back to where this began — someone is going 
to die. Let’s hope for the best.

The image of lawyers hasn’t 
im p ro v e d m u ch s in c e 
E lizabethan tim es when 
Shakespeare wrote, “The first 
thing we do, let’s kill all the 
lawyers.” 
But now lawyers are begin­ 
ning to take the stand in their 
own defense. The case of 
Gerald M. Stern not only 
proves that lawyers can be on 
the side of justice, but that 
even partners in powerful law 
firm s can p ro te c t th e 
powerless. 
In 1972 in the Appalachian 
Valley of Buffalo Creek, a 
dam burst, deluging 16 mining 
communities with more than 
150 tons of water, oil and 
sludge. The com m unities 
were literally swept away. 
One hundred and twenty-five 
people lost their lives, hun­ 
dreds more lost their homes, 
possessions and families. 
The Pittston Company, 
whose subsidiary built the 
dam, insisted that the flood 
was “an act of God.” Several 
hundred of the survivors 
refused to accept this ex­ 
planation and hired Stern, a 
partner in a Washington law 
firm. 
In a case that dragged 
through two years and more 
than a half million pages of 
testimony, stern attempted to 
prove that Pittston was more 
concerned with profit than 
safety. He found evidence that 
the maintenance of the dam 
violated government safety 
standards and that Pittston of­ 
ficials ignored repeated war­ 
nings from local residents and 
experts that the dam’s struc­ 
ture was unsound. 
But the m ost' damaging 
evidence of all is Stern’s 
recounting of conversations 
with survivors — fathers who 
tell how rushing waves pulled 
children from their arm s; 
how homes were lifted off the 
ground and demolished when 
they hit a bridge. 
The lawsuit never went to 
trial. It was settled out of 
court when Pittston agreed to 
pay $13.5 million to those ^rho 
lost relatives and property 
and to those who suffered psy­ 
chological damage 
Stem writes well and you 
needn’t be a lawyer to ap­ 
preciate his explanation of 
how the legal system, in this 
case, worked very well. 
After graduating from law 
sch o o l in 1965, H elene 
Schwartz took a job with a 
Wall St. law firm. For nearly 
four years, she endured the 
sexism so common then (and 
now) in high powered and 
priced firm». When she asked 
her boss why male associates 
with less experience were ear­ 
ning more money, he explain­ 
ed that men need more money 
than women. After all, Fred's 
wife was pregnant with their 
third child. 
“ Lawyering’’ is about being 
a woman in what is still essen­ 
tially a man's world. But its 
major focus is on the con­ 
troversial clients (ranging 
from William Buckley to a£ 
bie Hoffman) Schwartz has 
represented. 
Her first assignment on 
Wall St. was to assist in the 
defense of conservative 
columnist Buckley, then being 
sued for libel by Novel Prize- 
winning scientist Linus Paul­ 
ing. After leaving Wall St., 
she served as a senior at­ 
torney handling1 the appeals of 
Rennie Davis, Abbie Hoffman 


and the other Chicago con­ 
spiracy trial defendants. 
Although 
Schwartz 
sometimes presumes her 
readers went to law school, 
“Lawyering” should prove 
E 
rovocative to lawyers and 
lymen alike. 
Jam es Simon, also a 
lawyer, closely observed a 
state court criminal judge at 
work and then dramatized his 
observations in “The Judge” 
— a typical week in the life of 


Judge James Barth. The 
reader watches Judge Barth 
preside over an armed 
robbery trial, sit through a 
plea bargaining session and 
sentence a drug pusher and a 
skid 
row 
a r so n ist. 
Throughout, the Judge tries to 
deal humanely and fairly with 
overwhelming legal and social 
problems. 
U n fo r tu n a te ly , 
un 
derwhelming is the most ac­ 
curate way to describe 


Simon’s writing style. Also, 
the author relies on the sen­ 
sationalism of the crimes 
rather than the conflicts faced 
by the judge to keep his 
reader’s interest. But it’s 
these very conflicts (plea 
bargaining, 
subjectivity 
of 
jurors) which most often 
cause breakdowns in the legal 
system. 
Not all lawyers are im­ 
pressed with the profession. 
Co-editors Ralph Nader and 


Mark Green (both lawyers) 
have compiled a group of 
critical essays on the profes­ 
sion. 
The “Verdicts on Lawyers” 
rendered by the contributors 
— all lawyers and journalists 
— is clearly “guilty.” 
Green charges that lawyers 
are grossly overcharging the 
public for such routine legal 
services as divorce and credit 
claims since these can be 
easily executed by legal

Big polo streak 
on line tonight 
at downtown pool

Here's an interesting water polo statistic: The Lompoc 
Braves have won 19 straight Northern League games — their 
last five in '74, all 10 last year, and their first four this year. 
Here’s an interesting comment on that statistic, by 
Cabrillo polo coach Bob Boyer: “They won’t win 20.” 
The only team that can stop the Braves from winning 20 in 
a row is Cabrillo. TTie two teams will battle tonight at 7 p.m. 
in the downtown Municipal Pool. 
The Conqs will be favored to end the Lompoc streak, even 
though the Braves beat Cabrillo 8-6 in a nonleague game 
three weeks ago, and even though the Conqs have never won 
in four games at the Municipal Pool. 
“ I think Cabrillo’s probably got the better team,” admits 
Lompoc coach A1 Jaenicke, pointing out that the Conqs have 
a big edge in experience. 


“ I thought we were kind of lucky to win that game,” 
Jaenicke adds. “ We only won three of 28 games in the sum­ 
mer league, and I think we kind of surprised ’em. I don’t 
think we’ll surprise ’em this time.” 
Whoever wins will have an inside track on the Northern 
League title. Under a new format this year, each team plays 
the other five teams once only, earning one league point for 
each win. Then the six teams play a tournament, with league 
points awarded on a 5-4-3-2-1-0 basis according to team 
finish. Total points wins the league championship. 


Lompoc and Cabrillo are both 4-0 in league. They will both 
have a first-round bye in the league tourney, which starts 
Saturday at Hancock College. The second round of the 
tourney will be next Tuesday and the finals Nov. 16. 
A Lompoc-Cabrillo water polo match usually generates as 
much energy and excitement, per square foot, as any 
athletic event in the valley. And the Municipal Echo 
Chamber serves only to intensify the noise and excitement. 
It also helps that the two teams are usually battling for 
league championships, and usually have close games. In the 
last three years, three of the games have gone into overtime, 
and the cumulative score is Cabrillo 68, Lompoc 64. That’s 
close. 
The Braves are 12-3 overall this season; Cabrillo is 11-5. 
The Conqs’ primary objective tonight, according to Boyer, 
is to stop Tom Denton, Lompoc’s top player. 
“ We’re putting in a defense we haven’t used much,” said 
Boyer, secretively, “ and on offense we’re going to try a cou­ 
ple new things to get the ball inside. And I’m going to sub 
more this time. I’m not sure if I even used a sub against ’em 
last time, but I’m going to play a lot of people.” 
Also, Boyer vows that “ We’re not going to miss any 
penalty shots. We missed two against ’em last time. We’ve 
missed 14 on the season, and that’s accounted directly for at 
least three of our losses.” 
The City Series, which began in 1970, currently stands at 


nine wins for the Conqs and seven for the Braves.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Three of the 
Oakland A s top stars— Joe Rudi, Don 
Baylor and Gene Tenace—were the 
prime selections in baseball’s first 
reentry draft today of free agents who 
have played their options when all were 
chosen 12 times within the first four 
rounds 
There were eight Oakland players on 
the list of eligible free agents, but Rudi, 
Baylor and Tenace were the most pop­ 
ular choices of 23 clubs who participated 
in the draft The world champion Cincin­ 
nati Reds were the only team who did not 
participate and owner Bob Howsam had 
said two weeks ago that it would not be 
fair to his team to enter the bidding war 
for the free agents. 
Each of the 24 players on the list is 
allowed to be taken 13 times including a 
selection by his previous team . 
However, the three Oakland players 
previously stated they had no desire to 
return to the A s and play for controver­ 
sial owner Charles O. Finley. Finley, 
who originally said he would take part in 
the draft, changed his mind last Sunday 
and was an active participant today, but 
did not select any of his previous players 
on the first five rounds 
Slugging outfielder Reggie Jackson, 
who played out his option with 
Baltimore, was the initial pick in the 
draft by the Montreal Expos, but 
Jackson's price tag of $3 million ap­ 
parently scared off a lot of teams.

Tenace was selected on the first round 
by the Chicago Cubs and Kansas City and 
was taken five times on the second round 
by Milwaukee, Houston, Pittsburgh, 
Baltimore and Philadelphia. 
On the third round, the White Sox, San 
Diego, California, San Francisco and 
Cleveland also selected the powerhitting 
catcher-first baseman, making him the 
first player to be chosen by 12 clubs 
Baylor was picked by Texas on the 
first round, the White Sox, California, 
Cleveland and New York on the second 
round; Milwaukee, Chicago Cubs, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia and Kansas 
City on the third round; and by the New 
York Mets and Minnesota on round four. 
Don Gullett, who played last season 
with Cincinnati, and is coming off ankle 
surgery, was taken by 12 teams during 
the first five rounds, as was outfielder 
Gary Matthews, who played last season 
with San Francisco. Matthews was the 
first pick of Atlanta in the first round and 
is believed to be close to signing with the 
Braves. Late last season, Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn fined the Braves $10,000 for 
tampering with Matthews while he was 
still the property of the Giants. 
Jackson, who called a news conference 
in San Diego this afternoon, also was 
chosen by Los Angeles in the second 
round and by Atlanta in the third round. 
Some of the players on the list were 
not selected at all in the early rounds. 
For example, Steve Stone, a right- 
handed pitcher who played last season 
with the Chicago Cubs, was taken for the 
first time on the eighth round by Texas. 
If a player is unable to come to terms 
with any of the 13 clubs which chose him, 
he will then be placed in a secondary 
draft in early February at which time 
the names of those clubs still interested 
in bidding will be placed into a hat and 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn will pick out 
four of them. Only those four will be per­ 
mitted to do the final negotiating. 
Another stipulation in the draft limits 
the number of players a team can sign to 


two. This is to prevent the wealthier 
clubs from gaining a monopoly on the 
talent. However, if a team loses more 
than two players, it is permitted to sign 
as many as it loses. 
“ I’m doing this even though I’m 110 
per cent against it,” said Oakland owner 
Charles O. Finley. “ I feel I’m con­ 
tributing to the demise of baseball, but I 
don’t feel I have any alternative. I don’t 
have the money to get into this bidding, 
but I’ll be there with bells on.” 
Another owner with a much more 
enthusiastic view of the draft, however, 
is Bill Veeck of the Chicago White Sox 
Veeck took out an ad in “ The Sporting 
News” asking all free agents to call him 
collect. 
Later someone inquired of 
Veeck whether the responses to his ad in­ 
dicated any of the free agents might be 
leaning toward the White Sox. 
“ They lean,” said Veeck, “ toward 
cash."

'Hie weather 
is just too hot for the trout, which are down about 100 feet. 


The first true red snapper ever caught in California waters has 
been taken by Morro Bay commercial fisherman Eld Sylvester on 
Oct. 22 and turned over to the Department of Fish and Game. 
The fish was caught in a trammel net in about four fathoms of 
water off Villa Creek in Estero Bay just north of Cayucos in San 
Luis Obispo County. The snapper was a female 33* inches long and 
weighing 16Mi pounds. 
Red snappees, Lutjanus Colorado, generally reach a maximum 
size of about three feet, so this specimen was a mature, good-sized 
fish. Examination of the fish’s scales and otoliths, or ear stones, 
showed that it was eight years old. The species is thought to reach 
an age of 15 or 16 years. 
Red snappers are normally found from Magdalena Bay, Baja 
California, south to Panama. The fish caught near Morro Bay was 
therefore about 1,000 miles north of its usual range. 
How did this happen? 
“It’s only specualtion,” says John Fitch of the State Fisheries 
Lab. “but the violent tropical storms that hit Baja California 
recently must have pushed a lot of warm water north to the 
California coast, and the red snapper might have come up with this 
water. For all we know, there may be others along our coastline. 
We’ll have to wait and see.” 
Meanwhile, the plans are to turn the red snapper over to the Los 
Angeles County Museum of Natural History. 
Fitch commented that there are other fish commonly caught in 
California and marketed as red snappers. They are not true 
members of the snapper family, however, but rather rockfish of 
the genus Sebastes. 
As food fish, true snappers are considered among the best that 
the sea has to offer. They may be served baked or friend and are 
excellent in fish chowders. 


The number of persons successfully completing hunter safety 
training in California during September was up sharply this year 
from the figures for 1975 and 1974, the Department of Fish and 
Game reported today. 
Completing the training — which includes gun safety, sport­ 
smanship and principles of conservation — during September 1976 
were 12.440 persons, 43 per cent of them 18 or older. 
September generally is the busiest month of the year for the 
department's 2,300 or so volunteer instructors. 
The September figure brought to 37,531 the number of persons 
trained in the state during the first nine months this year. 
A grand total of 886,307 students — adults and children - had 
received the training in California’s program, which was instituted 
22 years ago.

Don’t drag ropes or chains through 
fields to flush the birds. Don’t leave trash or litter behind you.

Democrats have strongest 
Assembly edge in 93 years 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - As­ 
sembly Democrats will begin 
their new session next month 
with their strongest majority in 
93 years while a woman will 
take a seat in the Senate for the 
first time in California history. 
Legislative elections also 
spelled the end of the Senate 
careers for a pair of 74-year-old 
veterans from the northern and 
southern extremes of the state 
— Democrat Randolph Collier 
of Yreka, the dean of the 
legislature, and Republican 
Jack Schrade of San Diego. 
Democratic Sen. James Q. 
Wedworth was a third senator 
to be ousted in the election. 
And, two incumbent Republican 
assem blym en also w ere 
defeated — Robert McLennan 
of Downey and Robert H. Burke 
of Huntington Beach. 
The first woman elected to 
the Senate was Rose Ann Vuich, 
a Dinuba fruit grower and ac­ 
countant. who narrowly over­ 
cam e 
10-year 
ve te ran 
Republican 
Assemblyman 
Ernest Mobley of Sanger in a 
San Joaquin Valley district. 
In the Assembly, where all 80 
seats were up for election, 
Democrats increased their 
strength from the 55 seats they 
held most of last session to 57, 
leaving 23 for Republicans. 
This gives them the 54 votes 
needed for continued two-thirds 
control of the house and is the 
strongest Democratic majority 


since 1883, when there were 61 
Democratic assemblymen. It is 
the most convincing Assembly 
domination of either party 
since 1931, when Republicans 
could boast of 73 assemblymen. 
Besides the election of Miss 
Vuich to the Senate, women in­ 
creased their numbers from 
three in the Assembly to five 
In the Senate, the defeat of 
Collier, Schrade and Wedworth 
— plus the voluntary retire­ 
ments of other “ old-guard” 
senators — meant a new com­ 
plexion for the house, including 
a new majority on the powerful 
Rules Committee. 
But despite the changes, the 
partisan split in the Senate 
remained virtually unchanged. 
Democrats maintained a 25- 
14 advantage over Republicans. 
They stood, however, to gain 
another seat in a special elec­ 
tion to replace Democratic Sen. 
Anthony C. Beilenson of Los 
Angeles, who was elected to 
Congress. Still, Democrats 
would be short of the 27 votes 
needed for two-thirds control. 
Democrat Collier, known as 
the “ Father of the Freeways” 
for his advocacy of highway 
programs was beaten soundly 
in an effort to extend a career 
that began in 1938. The winner 
was former Assemblyman Ray 
Johnson of Chico, who spent a 
decade in the Assembly before 
losing his seat in 1974. He cam­ 
paigned virtually full-time 


since then to unseat Collier. 
Schrade and Wedworth both 
were defeated by insurgent as­ 
semblymen in a pair of the 
year’s bitterest races. 
The winner against Schrade 
was 33-year-old Democratic As­ 
semblyman Bob Wilson of La 
Mesa, while Republican As­ 
semblyman Robert Beverly of 
Manhattan Beach trounced 
Wedworth. 
In the Assembly races, in­ 
cumbent McLennan was beaten 
by Cerritos school board 
member Bruce Young. Burke 
was overcome in a cliff-hanger 
by Huntington Beach busines­ 
sman Dennis Mangers, who 
challenged Burke once before 
and lost.

Foreign cops on U.S. soil 


WASHINGTON - In past colmns, we 
have exposed the close ties between the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) and 
some of the world’s most notorious 
secret police These foreign police, we 
charged, operate inside the United 
States with the full knowledge and 
cooperation of the CIA 
Intelligence sources 
tell us that the CIA has 
even condoned viola­ 
tions of U.S. laws by 
such police agencies 
as Chile’s DINA and 
Smith Korea’s KCIA. 
The CIA, in turn, is 
allowed to operate in 
their countries on the 
same basis. 
For example, the 
Iranian secret police 
force. SAVAK. was ac­ 
tually organized and 
trained by the CIA. 
SA V A K 's bag of 
* 
tricks, like the CIA’s, 
includes illegal break- 
ins, w iretap s and 
forgeries. SAVAK agents, like their CIA 
counterparts, also hide behind various 
“ covers.” 
Most SAVAK agents in this country 
pretend to be diplomats. They operate 
under the direction of Mansur Rafizadeh, 
who claims to be an “ attache” with 
Iran’s United Nations mission. 
Documents from SAVAK’s own secret 
files, obtained by trusted sources and 
verified by other reliable sources, 
describe how its agents have the run of 
Iranian embassies and consulates around 
the world 
A secret memorandum to all Iran’s 
am bassadors, signed by Foreign 
Minister Abbas Ali Khalatbari, instructs

them to “ treat (SAVAK agents) as you 
do other members of the consulate.” 
SAVAK operatives “ should be allowed 
to attend all meetings which are regular­ 
ly held.” directs the foreign minister, 
“ ...so that they would be informed of the 
current affairs of the embassy.” 
On a recent occasion, a SAVAK agent 
in diplomatic disguise got carried away 
and granted an interview to a reporter 
He received a secret reprimand from 
Tehran. 
The secret message complained that 
he had given the reporter his “ real name 
and submitted information which was 
not advisable to mention.” Future inter­ 
views, declared the message, “ should 
either be handled by the ambassador or 
the person in charge.” 
Only in an emergency, when a 
legitimate diplomat is unavailable, can 
SAVAK agents now speak to the press. 
But they must use “ an assumed name 
and make sure headquarters is “ con­ 
sulted beforehand ” 
The secret SAVAK papers indicate 
that the agents spend much of their time 
recruiting informants. One memoran­ 
dum from Tehran warns SAVAK agents 
of the dangers of paying informants by 
checks, which can be traced too easily. 
This makes the “ security of the opera­ 
tions and sources vulnerable,” cautions 
the memo. 
Therefore, the memo adds, it will be 
“ necessary for operational leaders to 
make arrangements to travel to their 
respective territories ... in order to pay 
the sources’ salaries and operations ex­ 
penses in cash.” 
Most SAVAK informants, according to 
our sources, are used to infiltrate dissi­ 
dent student groups such as the World 
Confederation of Iranian Students 
(National Union) This is the group that 
occupied the Iranian embassy in Geneva 


Electric bill shocking 


The Utilities Department of the City of 
Lompoc has proved that it does not play 
favorites.

Jack Lam was relating the other day how 
he shrieked when he saw his last utility 
bill for an amount that was about double 
what he usually has been paying 
He understood that 
there would be an in­ 
crease because of fuel 
cost adjustments, in­ 
creased cost of power 
from Pacific Gas and 
Electric, but double 
the normal amount? 
Too 
m uch , J a c k 
thought. 
Before he had a 
chance to protest, 
however, he noted an 
advisory statement on 
his bill that indicated 
his service would be 
severed if he did not 
take care of the past 
due amount. 
In checking back, he 
discovered that the previous month’s bill 
had not been paid. 
PS. — He paid it in haste and avoided 
having his electricity and water cut off, 
somewhat relieved at the same time to 
know that the whopping bill was for two 
months instead of one month of servlet. 


Jack also was recounting some of the 
experiences he had in Seattle recently in 
the process of delivering the city s ap­ 
plications for four projects under the 
Public Works Employment Act of 197® 
There were hundreds of officials there 
on the Tuesday after Veterans Day, lined 
up to get their applications in There 
were people from all over the West and 
Southwest, as Ur away as Texas. 
“ Among all of thoee people, it was still 
easy to pick out the Californians” said 


Jack. “They were the ones who came to 
Seattle in October without raincoats and 
overcoats!” 
The others, he said, were dressed for 
autumn in the State of Washington 
Those from Washington and Oregon 
were particularly aware of what to wear 
and were quite comfortable in their over­ 
coats and scarves and gloves 
Not so the Californians They had to 
stand there in line and shiver while it 
became their turn to submit their ap­ 
plications 
Incidentally. Lompoc can expect word 
sometime within 30 days on its request to 
be considered for funds for the new city 
hall, storm drain work, fire station 
renovation and reservoir. 
“ I’ve called them several times to see 
whether there’s any word on our ap­ 
plication,” said Jack. “ They keep telling 
me that the Economic Development Ad­ 
ministration officials are not in any 
frame of mind to talk to anyone yet ” 
Small wonder. They 
were deluged 
with more than 2,800 such applications 
on the first day and requests for con­ 
sideration are still coming in.

Rule has urged the Navy to pay a huge 
claim to the giant Tenneco conglomerate 
for cost overrun claims on ships being 
built at the firm’s Newport News 
shipyards. Rickover wants to pay Ten­ 
neco only what the contracts and sub­ 
stantiated claims call for. 
In a classified memo to Navy officials, 
Rule belittled Rickover’s attempts to 
make Tenneco stick to the original deal. 
At best, argued Rule, the Navy had a 25 
per cent chance of beating Tenneco in 
the courts. In addition, he charged, one 
of Rickover’s aides had “ usurped 
negotiating authority” and the admiral 
was making “ frenzied” efforts to cover 
it up. 
Rickover promptly shot back a memo 
to Chief of Materials F.H. Michaelis 
charging Rule with committing a “ gross 
injustice” against his aide. Rule, the ad­ 
miral fumed, was using “ unsupported 
allegations to justify the unwarranted 
payment of tens of millions of dollars of 
taxpayer funds” to Tenneco. 
The firm, roared Rickover, has made 
“ public attacks on the Navy ... 
threatened to stop work on Navy con­ 
tracts and ... been highly critical of me 
and my staff and even lobbied against 
my most recent appointment.” 
As a result of the behind-the-scenes 
flap, Adm. Michaelis has issued orders 
stripping Rule of his authority as the 
contract supervisor on an important Ten­ 
neco claim. 


WASHINGTON — Now that the sound 
and the fury are ended something should 
be said of the way the press and televi­ 
sion handled a dreary year-long contest. 
In the opinion of this observer they 
bear part of the responsibility for the 
overemphasis on the 
t r i v i a l 
and 
the 
frivolous. 
President 
F o r d ’ s 
fr e q u e n t 
booboos about where 
he happened to be and 
J i m m y 
C a r t e r ’ s 
Playboy interview 
were given more at­ 
tention than they 
deserved. 
One reason was that 
the candidates offered 
little of substance and 
that was too often 
repetitive and stale. If 
a single new idea 
came out of the cam- 
paign it w as so 
sh rouded 
in 
the 
platitudes of the past as to be invisible. 
For the curse of this contest — its 
seemingly endless duration — press and 
television certainly bear a share of the 
blame. Last February, and how long ago 
that seems, the media flocked in large 
herds to the icy wastes of New 
Hampshire. 
It looked as though there 
were more reporters, commentators and 
television technicians than the handful of 
voters who would decide the Republican 
and Democratic winners 
As in the 29 primaries to follow, a frac­ 
tion of the vote turned out. Yet Jimmy 
Carter was trumpeted as the winner and 
he would carry this doubtful triumph into 
everything that followed. 


In the third debate he boasted that he 
was the only presidential candidate ever 
to have gone through 30 primaries, as 
though this was an achievement that in 
itself entitled him to the ultimate prize. 
With the passing months television 
created a melodrama casting Carter as a 
kind of innocent David in the conflict 
with the gangs of Washington profes­ 
sionals spending money as though it had 
gone out of style. That this was largely 
false made little difference since it 
served the purpose of the tube and the 
millions who expect action and suspense 
in the formula of prime time tv enter­ 
tainment. 
It was hardly a favor to Carter who 
had to work in the campaign that 
followed to counter the image of the 
peanut farmer standing up to the politi­ 
cians and their wily tricks. 
This may be one reason, if any 
calculated motivation was involved, for 
the Playboy interview 
He wanted to 
show that he was one of the sophisticates 
undaunted by the raunchy exhibitionism 
of Playboy’s nudes. 
Incidentally it is a melancholy reflec­ 
tion on the level of American taste that a 
Playboy rival, Penthouse, an even 
raunchier purveyor of nakedness, got 


into the act with an article equating 
Carter with Richard Nixon. 
This was 
widely heralded in full page ads in new­ 
spapers across the country. Penthouse 
claimed some months ago a larger cir­ 
culation than that of the combined totals 
of all serious magazines including Time 
and Newsweek. 
In the debates the questioners did their 
best to get responsive answers from the 
candidates TTiey seldom succeeded. If 
four years from now the candidates of 
the two major parties agree to meet face 
to face it should be in a direct exchange 
without the intervention of a newspaper 
panel. 
They should be true debates 
rather than carefully controlled news 
conferences. 
I doubt that candidates in the future 
will agree to any debate formula. The 
so-called debates were a télévision spec­ 
tacle that hardly held a public ac­ 
customed to more exciting fare. Com­ 
parison with the Lincoln-Douglas 
debates was as absurd and irrelevant as 
comparing the character and tempera­ 
ment of Lincoln to that of the two can­ 
didates. 


Although they were careful to try to 
cloak it, this observer believes that both 
Ford and Carter felt a strong resentment 
of the press. 
The possibility is for 
reprisal, no matter who wins. Carter in 
particular, if only because of his lack of

experience on the national scene, felt 
that he was the victim of deliberate 
ridicule as the simple farmer from the 
hamlet of Plains, Ga. 
Evidence of the sensitivity in the 
White House was seen in the flap over 
FBI Director Clarence Kelley. 
In the 
text of a speech he was to deliver at 
Albuquerque, N.M., Kelley fired a broad­ 
side at newsmen who in his opinion had 
defamed the FBI without justification, 
indicating he would see they got no 
cooperation from the agency in the 
future. Attorney Gen. Edward Levi got 
advance word of the text and ordered 
Kelley in an emergency long distance 
call to strike the offending passage from 
the speech. 
Pressed to confess his part in a 
coverup in working with Republican 
members of the House banking and 
currency committee opposing further 
Watergate revelations, Ford stood his 
ground. 
He merely repeated what he 
said before congressional committees 
vetting him for president and vice presi­ 
dent. 
Now that the courts have ruled 
that all the Nixon tapes are up for grabs 
his memory may be refreshed. 
So many preferred to believe that 
there was no choice between the can­ 
didates 
This on its face was untrue 
Ford was more of the same, Carter at 
least held out the prospect of a change 
whatever the change might mean.
